EXPRESS LOYAITY TO UNION 
AND STAND BY WILSON.

Frequent References Made to 
European War at Big Gathering 
at Richmond Bring Out Hopes that 


United States will not be Drawn 
into Conflict. 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE] 

RICHMOND (va.) June 1.—Thou- 
sands of Confederate veterans at the 
opening of their twenty-fifth reunion 
here today cheered the hope expressed 
by their leaders that peace in Ameri- 
ca may not be disturbed by the war in 
Europe. They reiterated their loyalty 
to the Union, shouted pledges of sup- 


port to the President in any crisis and 
bowed assent to prayers that those 
who guide the republic's destinies 
might be blessed with wisdom to deal 
with pending international affairs. 

The climax of the ceremonies came 
when Dr. Henry W. Battle closed an 
address with the words: “Our Pres- 
dent-—-God bless, protect and guide 
him—-has his hand on the helm ot the 
ship of state, directing her course 
through the storm-tossed waves of a 
world at war.“ 

Frequent references to the Euro- 
Dean war were made at the convention 
of the United Sons of Confederate 
Veterans who cheered a pledge of sup- 
port to the President in upholding the 
nation’s honor. ‘Tributes were ex- 
pressed to Jefferson Davis, Robert E. 
Lee, Stonewall Jackson and other 
Confederate leaders, among them Gen. 
J. E. B. Stuart, whose widow appeared 
on the platform and received an ova- 
tion. The eulogy of Jefferson Davis 
was delivered by Gen. B. W: Greene, 
who asserted that life of the 
“President of the Confederacy, one of 
patriotism, nobility and sincerity, 
challenges the world’s admiration.” 

The southern hosts were welcomed 
to Richmond by Gov. Stuart and 
Judge D. G. Tyler. who spoke in be- 
half of Virginia veterans. Judge Ty- 
ler, a son of President Tyler. com- 
pared the Confederacy to Belgium. 

“If ever the dream of universal 
peace shall be realised.“ he said, it

is controlled by the Zapatista forces 
and not by those of my government.

Davies of Wisconsin, chairman of the 
commission, stated that with both 
leading political parties committed to 
the spirit of the Sherman law. he 
thought it unlikely that Congress 
would be willing to make any change 
that might affect domestic trade. Suc-

AMIENS (France) May 13.—‘This 
war is a draw.“ 
That is the honest opinion of a con- 
siderable percentage cf officers in the 
field on the French side. It is that 
of many British officers. I have no 
doubt, though I have not been on the 
German side, that it is that of many 
German officers, for the same reasons 
as obtain among their enemies. 


“Absolute, crushing victory is cer- 
tain.” That is what you are told in 
London, and in Paris, by the politi- 
cians, by the gilded staff officers who 
work in the war offices. Perhaps in 


line where one sometimes meets the 
men who do the fighting, is most 
striking. 
They respect the enemy, these men. 
Their patriotism, and who can say 
that it is less intense than those of 
the men at home, does not prevent 
them from seeing facts. They have 
fought grimly against the enemy's 
imost successful attempts to break 
their lines, last Augu September 
and October, and now they sense a 
tremendous difference in the defensive 
battles they fight. The slaughter is 
just as great but the} mental tension 
is less for the officers know that the 
issue is no longer in doubt. The enemy 
— break through. It is impos- 
e. 
For a long time after they had dis- 
covered that they had learned enough 
about this modern siege war to make 
defeat impossible, the officers all 
hoped for victory. They hoped that 
they, in their turn, could take the 
offensive and break through the en- 
emy’s lines. They more than hoped, 
last December. They believed. Then 
came the first great attempt. It failed. 
And the second in March. It failed 
also. And now, this week the third. 
It has failed, And now they know 
that victory, at least as war is being 
a gaa today, is as impossible as de- 
eat. 
These general offensives never 
reached the stage of a united on- 
slaught against the German lines all 
along the 400 miles of trenches from 
the sea to Switzerland. And so it was 
impossible to make the people at home 
think that anything serious had been 
attempted. e Germans, too, have 
worked the same trick, and concealed 
their own failures thereby. The truth, 
as every staff officer knows, is that a 
“general advance“ such as the pub- 
lic talks about, a concentrated at- 
tack at all points, simply cannot be 
made, now or ever. 
CANNOT BREAK THROUGH. 


More clearly than any of the ex- 
perts have explained it, a French cap- 
tain in a little cafe, first looking about 
to be sure that no compatriot heard 
him, showed why. “It is all in a few 
words, monsieur,” he said, “you can- 
not break down the barbed wire and 
the many lines of trenches at any 
one point with men. You cannot do it 
with a concentrated fire of hundreds 
and hundreds of guns.” 

I remembered that at little Neuve 
Chapelle the British shot away more 
shells than during the whole South 
African war, and still did not break 


“Well, monsieur, in spite of what 
our generals and ministers say about 
munitions, about shells, about guns, 
it will never be possible to bring such 
a fire against a great many 
points in the line at the same time. It 
would take tens of thousands of field 
pieces and tens of millions of shells 
to make such an effort, and it is not 
humanly possible to make them. 

“Our generals, and the German gen- 
erals, thought that if a breach could 
be forced at one point and held, the 
enemy, his line broken, must retreat. 
In the east, yes; here in the west, no. 
With our flamks resting on the sea and 
neutral Switzerland, with our guns 
and our wire and our millions of men, 
we have guarded against that, we and 
the Germans. Our disposition of re- 
serves, our railways, make such a 
permanent breach impossible. Neither 
side can surprise the other in-any 
great mbdvement. Even without air- 
craft, espionage would prevent that. 
The movement of men and supplies 
and cannon and shells would be too 
great to escape notice. Counter-move- 
ments in time are always possible. And 
the odds against the attackers, once 
they break the line, increase with 
every yard they advance. They are al- 
ways thrown back. 

POISON WILL NOT WIN. 


“The world should have learned this 
last October, when 150,000 of the Brit- 
ish at Ypres, with inferior artillery, 
held out against 600,000 Germans who 
came on with no regard for losses. 
They failed. Heroes, our British 
allies, of course, But mon- 
sieur,” and he lowered his voice, 
“those 600,000 German soldiers were 
just as good, man for man, as the 
British, and they had better officers.’ 
He paused impressively. “You see 
what that means. Such a dispropor- 
tion will never occur again. Ah, no; 
it is not possible to break the lines. 
What is the use by the Germans of 
poison gas but a confession that they 
have failed? And poison gas, too, 
failed. We are preparing to give them 
as good as we got, and better, in the 
way of poison, but it will not win 
for us.” 

It is rare indeed to find a respon- 
sible officer who will talk in this way. 
I do not suppose a general on either 
side has permitted himself to do so. 
But when one disousses with these 
men the length of the war, the out- 
come of the war, there Is a constraint, 
an evident distaste for the subject, a 
monotonous weariness in the mechan- 
ical protestations of confidence, that 
indicates that the 4 captain’s 
opinions are not unshared in higher

whose daring tactics in the center of 
the line broke the Saxon army in the 
battle of the Marne, believes in vic- 
tory. Joffre is the idol of the armies 
today, but in anotther year, with the 
lines where they are now, who knows? 
I know several men with more knowl- 
edge of what is going on than a mere 
newspaper man can gain who think 
that Foch is the “coming man.” 

Foch now commands the five French 
armies forming the western half of 
the great line across Belgium and 
France. 

The Foch “boom,” t such it can be 
called, is due to the growing belief 
that if victory can be won at all it 
must be won by a man who can in- 
vent a new way to fight. Joffre, 
French—great warriors as they are 
perhaps lack the speculative genius of 
Foch, known all over Europe for years 
as a master of the theory of war. 
Foch, it is felt, must have perceived, 
earlier than the others, the stalemate 
that exists at present, and set to work 
to find some new combination. Has 
he found it? Time will tell. 

This pessimism is not a quality of 
the French alone. A British general 
with a fighting record ts credited with 
saying he did not know when the war 
would end, but the place was where 
he then stood—yYpres. 


ANTIDOTES 
PROVE USELESS. 


TOMMY ATKINS ON CHARGE OF 
THE WURTEMBERGERS,

Lawyers at The H ague Seek- 
ing Better Terms. 


[A. F. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. | 
THE HAGUE (Netherlands) May 
15.—The Hague is, and has been for 
some time, a rendezvous for American 
lawyers and business men engaged in 


exportation of American products to 
Holland. The negotiations are with 
the Netherlands Oversea Trust Com- 
pany, in whose hands almost all Dutch 
foreign imports have fallen. It is even 
said that the State Department has 
been frequently urged to take a hand 
and to endeavor to secure some com- 
bination of American exporters and 
manufacturers of sufficient strength 
to be able to bargain with the Nether- 
lands Ov ersea Trust, as individual ge- 
forts have so far been fruitless. 
Since its formation, the Netherlands 
Oversea Trust Company. or “N.O.T.” 
as It is popularly called, has had a 
very remarkable growth of very real 
interest to American importers and 
exporters trading with Holland and 
with the Dutch colonies. The articles 
of incorporation of the organization 
gave it sweeping powers, its declared 
object being, “lending assistance in 
the broadest sense in behalf of Dutch 
merchants and Dutch epmpanies so 
as to assure an uninterrupted supply 
from oversea countries of such ar- 
ticles as have been declared by bel- 
ligerent powers to belong to absolute 
or conditional contraband, or which 
might be declared such in the future; 
the running of any business for our 
own account absolutely excluded.” As 
almost anything might be declared 
contraband in the future, the powers 
thus conferred are almost limitiess., 


CORPORATE EXISTENCE. 


The duration of the corporate exis- 
tence of the company was fixed in its 
charter until 1919. Representation of 
every shipping concern of any conse 
quence in the Netherlands was pro- 
vided on the board of directors, each 
of the following houses having at least 
One man in the directorate of the 
trust: Amsterdam: The Dutch In- 
dian Trading Bank, the Bank of Ams- 
terdam. W. B. Blipdenstein & Co., the 
Holland Steamship Company, the 
Dutch Steamship Company, Ocean.“ 
the Royal Packet Company, the Royal 
Dutch Steamship Company, the West 
India Mail Service and the Royal 
Dutch Lioyd; Rotterdam: The Rot- 
terdamsche Bankveereeniging., R. 
Mees & Son, Willem Ruys & Son,, the 
Rotterdam Lioyd Steamship Company, 
and the Holland Amerika Line: The 
Hague: William H. Muller & Com- 
pany. 

The provision of the articles of in- 
corporation, that the Netherlands 
Ove Trust is to do no business for 
ite own profit as a corporation, has 
been strictly adhered to. But it can- 
not be denied that what it has done 
to facilitate trade with the Nether- 
lands in these difficult times has been 
of immense and is of increasing profit 
to those banks and shipping com- 
panies represented on the directorate 
of the trust. For the practical work- 
ings of the trust have been so decided 
precisely what gan and what cannot 
be shipped to and from the Nether- 
lands, by virtue merely of deciding 
what the Netherlands Oversea Trust 
will and what it will not accept on 
consignment, or respond for when ex- 
ported. As the trust is virtually t 
only shipping agency in Holland give 


powers, the ‘'fficulties attending ship- 
ments to Holland otherwise than 
through the trust are 80 great as to 
amount almost to a prohibition. 


RESULT IS CLEAR. 


The result of this is clear. If the 
Netherlands Oversea Trust will re- 
ceive a certain American product, and 
if its manufacturers and exporters 
will conform absolutely to the rules 
of shipment laid down by the trust, 
the product enters Holland under the 
most favorable conditions at present 
possible. If the product in question is 
not so shipped, it may never reach 
Holland at all. This situation gives 
the N.O.T. complete effective control 
i virtually everything sh 
1 Holland. 

Certain American shippers have 
tried to secure some slight modifica- 
tion of the terms of shipment and 
bonding prescribed by the Oversea 
Trust. They have sent representatives 
to The Hague for that purpose. But 
as these men have represented only 
isolated American shippers or manu- 
facturers, they have accomplished 
nothing. The N.O.T. says to them: 

“Gentlemen, if you don't like our 
regulations * bonding or our terms 
of shipment don’t ship. Somebody 
else in your fine will accept our terms 
and Holland will not be deprived of 
what you have to send us. These are 
the conditions upon which your prod- 
uct may enter the Netherlands 
through the Netherlands Oversea 
Trust. Take them or leave them.“

European Nations are Buying More 

Freely and Selling More Sparingly | 

Than in Past Years. 
| [Toronto Globe: ] For the first time 
in its history the United States as a 
community is now freely lending 
money to other countries instead of 
borrowing from them. Of all the 
economic changes brought about by 
the war this is the greatest; wheth- 
er it will be as enduring as it is un- 
precedented depends very largely on 
the American people themselves; it 
certainly will not unless they make a 
radical change in their fiscal policy, 
and this they appear disinclined to 
do. The last Federal election seems 
to prove that they are still wedded 
to their protectionist idcis, and all 
who desire to see British financial 
pre-eminence maintained after the 
war should concur in saying: “Let 
them alone.“ No nation will ever oust 
Great Britain from her commercial 
and financial primacy that volunta- 
rily and deliberately ties its own hands 
and fetters its own limbs by a pro- 
tective system. So long as she is the 
only free-trade nation, all other na- 
tions will have to contribute to her 
economic prosperity and enhance her 
financial prestige. 

The present creditorship of the 
United States is due to the fact that 
Great Britain and France, perhaps al- 
sO Russia, are buying more freely 
from America than they ener did be- 
fore, and are selling te her more 
sparingly. They are not paying with 
their sales to her for all that i. *v 
buy from her in the form of wa. 
supplies, added to other commodities. 
In the past they gave in return for 
goods imported from the United 
States other god, ot gold, or the 
terest on money borrowed from them 
~~at least, this is true of Great Brit- 
ain. Under war conditions the exports 
of goods have fallen off, gold is not 
available and is not wanted by the 
United States, and instead of leaving 
the interest as a set-off in that coun- 
try, the holders of American securi- 
ties in Great Britain are beginning to 
sell them, while all the allted nations 
are beginning to borrow. Unable to 
pay cash for all the ammunition, 
horses and other military supplies 
furnished by the United States, they 
are sending across to that country 
bankers’ bills, government warrants, 
treasury bonds, or other short-term 
issues, and these are freely taken up

ORIGIN OF ARBOR DAY. 


‘in a Swiss 
Hamlet When a Grove of Oaks was 


Planted on the Village Common. 

{Pittsburgh Gasette-Times: ] In the 
Canton of Aargau, in Switzerland, 
near the mouth of the River Reuss, 
stood the little town of Brugg. or 
Bruck, as it is known today. This 
obscure town had the honor of be- 
ing the cradle of the House of Haps- 
burg, says a writer in the Countryside 
Magazine, A Swiss historian, writing 
in the fifth century, tells us that once 
upon a time the hamlet of Brugg de- 
cided that it wanted more than any- 
thing else a grove of oaks upon its 
common. A day was therefore set 
apart for the planting of oaks. Every 
able-bodied man, woman and child in 


tothe town was on the spot at the time 


appointed. Holes were made in the 
ground and twelve sacks of acorns 
were carefully planted, 

After this ceremony had been per- 
formed everyone was given a wheaten 
roll. Great was the disappointment 
of the good people of Brugg when, 
after a suitable length of time had 
elapsed, no young oaks appeared. In 
point of fact, every acorn refused to 
sprout and show its green head above 
the ground, 

Another year the experiment was 
repeated. This time, however, 
other plan was adopted. The ground 
was first plowed and the acorns were 
then scattered in the furrows. Yet 
again the attempts of the people of 
Brugg to possess an oak grove on the 
common were met with failure. One 
would naturally suppose that the 
scheme would now have been aban- 
doned. Not so with the plucky citi- 
zens of Brugg. Persistence was, and 
has ever been, one of their virtues. 

This time they tried the experiment 
of transplanting young oak saplings 
from the forest. Every man, woman 
and child came provided with oak 
switches. These were carefully set 
up in place, Success at last crowned 
the efforts of the people of Brugg. 
The young oaks grew and flourished 
beyond all expectations. They de- 
came in time those mighty oaks for 
which thig little town has si been 
famous. 

From this time on,- not only in 
Brugg. but throughout Switzerland. 
tree planting became an annual ob- 
servance. The “Switch Parade” is 
the unique name given to this cele- 
bration. We think this name or that 
of “Tree Day” more nearly represents 
the true significance of the festival 
than our own title, Arbor Day. The 
word “arbor,” in our locality at least, 
means strictly a bower, an inclosed 
lattice covered with vines and pro- 
vided with rustic benches. The word 
arbor does not In the least convey 
the idea of tree planting.

Parties. 


MUCH DRIED FRUIT. 


The dried peach last year was 
thought to have reached a pretty high 
mark, when 25,000 tons were pro- 
@uced. The present estimate, accord- 
ime to Percy Wilding, a local buyer 
and dealer in this line, is conservative 
at from 30,000 to 35,000 tons. He 
also estimates the greatest prune crop 
in the history of the State, the pack- 
ere figures showing 130,000,000 
pounds last year and probably 200,- 
600,000 pounds this year. 

Apricots will not quite hit the high 
Mark of 1914, when 20,000 tons were 
evaporated. “Our production this 
year will run from 18,000 up to pos- 
sibly 20.000,” said Mr. Wilding. Al- 
though the trees bloomed very heavi- 
ly, the blossoms failed to set as well 
@s expected, with the result that a 
shorter crop will follow. The esti-

BAD AT MAZATLAN. 


Official News from Sinaloa Port is 
That There will be No Business 
There for Some Time. 

In response to inquiries by M. New- 
mark and others, official information 
Was received in this city from Ma- 
zatlan yesterday ving a gloomy 
view of present siness conditions 
in the Sinaloa city and holding out 
little hope for a resumption of trade 
with this city in the near future. 

One of the principal reasons for the 
total cessation of impcrts at Mazat- 
lan lies in the fact that the authori- 
tles of Sinaloa have arbitrarily fixed 
the prices of most foreign commodi- 
tles at a much lower price than they 
can be produced for. For example, 
only $2, American, may be charged 
for the best grade of shces. Flour, 
which cannot be imported and sold 
there for less than $14, is fixed at 
$6.75. Theoretically this is to benefit 
the poor—practically, it works a 
hardship upon them because there is 
no flour at all in Mazatlan now. 

The extreme instability of the cur- 
rency is agother cause for the ab- 
sence cf business. A month ago the 
rate of exchange was eight to one— 
that is, $8 in Sinaloa money was 
worth $1 in gold, now it is fifteen to 
one and shortly it is expected to rise 
to twenty or even twenty-five to one. 
It not infrequently happens that an 
entirely new issue of currency ig put 
cut and renders worthless that which 
has preceded it. | 

Under ordinary conditiogs the Ma- 
zatian-Los Angeles commerce is ex- 
tensive and valuable. Now it has 
shrunk to practically nothing. The 
Carranzistas are in power at the sea- 
port now.

OFFICIAD ACTION ON WATER 


wood Company Deal by the City 
at Four O’clock—Fifty Thousand 
Dollars More Covers Option on the 
Whole—Few Corrections. 


ing held Monday afternoon between 
the officers of the Union Hollywood 
Water Company and members of the 
Board of Public Service Commission- 
ers, the understanding arrived at dur- 
ing this meeting was submitted in 
writing yesterday afternoon to the 
board for official action. With a few 
eorrections, evidently overlooked in the 
letter from the water company, the 
deal told exclusively in yesterday's 
Times by which the city of Los An- 
geles will acquire a lease and option 
to buy the works within the munic- 
ipality for $550,000 will be con- 
summated at 4 o’clock this afternoon 
at a meeting of the board. 

The proposition from the water 
company provides for the transfer of 
a lease on their system, with the ex- 
ception of that distributing system 
that lies outside the city limits, north 
of Wilshire boulevard. Though this 
section will not be under lease to the 
city, yet the sum of $550,000 covers 
an option to purchase it should the 
city see fit to do so at a later date. 
According to the terms of agree- 
ment the new system acquired by the 
city will be called the “Lease System.” | 
That section outside the city limits and 
north of Wilshire boulevard will be 
known as the “Retained System.“ The 
“Lease System” will be transferred 
at a price of $515,000 should the op- 
tion be exercised. Until that time, a 
first payment of $25,090 will be made 
upon conclusion of the negotiations 
and $20,000 a month payed to the 
water company as rent. All money 
paid by the city will apply in full 
on the purchase price should the city 
decide to buy. The time lIimit set 
forth in the letter from the water 
company for the option to run was 
one year. will be changed to 
eighteen months at the meeting to- 
day, as the members of the board de- 
mand this extension. 

An option to purchase the “Re- 
tained System“ for $356,000 is granted 
to the city in the terms of agreement. 
It will be arranged so that this option 
extend eighteen months also. 

At the meeting held Monday, it was 
understood that a piece of real estate, 
situated at Franklin and Las Palmas 
streets, now occupied by the shops of 
the water company, was to be in- 
cluded in the lease. In some manner 
this item was omitted from the writ- 
ten proposition received yesterday.

eign goods, and it benefited ship owners 
only in that it encouraged importers to 
freight their importations on American in- 
stead of foreign vessels. 

The intent of Congress was commenda- 
ble, but the law was so loosely phrased that 
the customs court was forced to hold that 
the 5 per cent. rebate on customs duties 
must be paid, not only to the importers of 
goods in American ships, but to importers 
in ships-of all nations having a treaty with 
the United States containing the “most-fa- 
vored-nation” clause. 

The Democratic Congress refused to sub- 
sidize American ship owners directly and 
in attempting to do so indirectly they suc- 
ceeded in subsidizing foreign manufactur- 
ers and American importers to the extent 
of $15,000,000 out of the Federal treasury

University of Southern California 
submits herewith its resignation as a 
member of the Southern California 
Intercollegiate Conference. 

We wish to express our good will to 
Occidental and Pomona and hope that 
this resignation will be accepted in 
the spirit in which it is tendered. In 
order to avoid misunderstanding, we 
wish to submit the following explana- 
tion, establishing our consistency and 
sincerity. We wish also to endeavor 
to prevent a charge that we have not 
given the conferénce rules a fair trial. 

TT WAS THIS WAY. 


April 28, 1914, the representatives 

omona College, Occidental Col- 
lege and University of Southern Cali- 
fornia met and outlined rules of com- 
Petition and eligibility which seemed 
satisfactory to all. A special com- 
mittee of one delegate from each in- 
‘stitution was appointed to draft the 
rules in detail. The university athletic 
board was so satisfied with the tenta- 
tive arrangements that all plans for 
a change to American football were 
carried out and it was not until sev- 
eral weeks later that the Rules Com- 


— se mittee convened. The detailed set of 


rules was then referred back to the 
respective faculty committees and the 
University of Southern Galifornia 
maintained that certain things re- 
uested and allowed in the preliminary 
meeting had been set aside and called 
attention to the other representatives 
to this matter. Occidenta] and Po- 
mona, however, were unwilling to ad- 


ere to the original ruling as plainly 


set down in the minutes of the meet- 
ing of April 28. 
DEADLOCK. 


This caused a deadlock which 
lasted most of the summer and finally 
the University of Southern California 
Suggested that separate dual agree- 
ments between the various educa- 
tional institutions would be more 

cal than a three-corneted con- 
erence. This was blocked by the Oc- 
cidental and Pomona representatives 
by statements that neither would meet 
the university under such an arrange- 
ment. The university then submitted 
a set of rules which she deemed more 
practical. These included a compro- 
mise on the request granted in the 
original meeting and were modeled so 
as to conform a little closer to the 
eligibility requirements under which 
the university was obliged to com- 
pete with California. The university 
explained that this was not an ultima- 


tum but was her idea of rules which. 
would gain for the conference popu- 


larity rather than constant criticism. 
It was explained that the dual agree- 
ment with California was very popu- 
lar and the joining of the conference 
was an unpopular move with the stu- 
dents and alumni of the university 
but that the Faculty Committee hoped 
to see the conference gain popularity 
before the end of one year; that some 
of the rules Occidental and Pomona 
insisted on would have the opposite 
effect not only with our own students 
and supporters but the general lov- 
ers of good amateur sport. The uni-

Do both of the other colleges 
stilt object to our arranging dual 
agreements as we see fit with other 
institutions outside the conference? 

(3.) Do they still object to the revi- 
sion of the conference rules to con- 
form to the athletic scholarship re- 
quirements as set forth by the Univer- 
sity of California looking toward a 
of athleties in the 


OPPOSITION. 

Both were decidedly against the first 
question and seemed to be of the opin- 
ion that the granting of the second 
would practically break up the con- 
ference and did not seém to care for 
the scholarship requirements as set 
forth by the University of California 
and embodied in the present dua! 
agreement betwen that university and 
the University of Southern California. 

University of Southern California 
feels that it should have something 
definite for the freshman team to do, 
that it cannot give up its independent 
right to sign dual agreements under 
eligibility rules approved by its own 
faculty committee and that the schol- 
arship requirements of the State Uni- 
versity are better for institutions on 
the Pacific Coast than the present con- 
ference rules which were practically 
copied from the Middle Western con- 
ference where conditions are totaliy 
different. It seems that the university 
has consistently opposed the adoption 
of the present rules verbatim and has 
been sincere in its attitude from the 
very first. Also that upon becoming a 
member of the conference under the 
rules adopted, its representatives had 
given their opinion that they would 
not be able to gain any popularity for 
such a conference with their constitu- 


ency. 
DUAL AGREEMENTS. 

As to the future, we will have to de- 
pend for competition on dual agree- 
ments. We do not wish to dictate to 
Pomona or Occidental as to what rules 
their students should compete under, 
but rather ask them to énforce within 
themselves such rules as their athietic 
authorities think best—we to do the 
same and give ample assurance that 
U.S.C. athlete will be. bound by our 
own rules whenever und wherever they 
represent the university, 


FOR EAST. 

While the similarity of environmert 

and general conditions between the 
nine institutions in the Middle West 
has made a conference very tightly 
drawn together possible, we are in- 
formed that such a thing has proven 
altogether imposible in the Fast, 
where each — — 2 to nave 
ite se problems which canno 
conform entirely to those of all of the 
others. Intercollegiate conditions here 
are perhaps more similar to the East 
than to the Middle West institutions 
which have themstives adopted high 
class rules fitted to their own needs. 

NEW RULES. 

The faculty rules to be adopted at 
the University of Southern ifornia 
will be published and modeled after 
those already contained in our dual 
agreement with the University «of

charges and the Ching Court, is in 
some ways superior to the famous 
Echo Yuan, for it suffered less in 
the Boxer year. The Chinese land- 
scape gardeners of the past were un- 
approachable in their handling of 
marble bridges, lakes, carved pa- 
vilions and pagodas, and nowhere is 
their genius better displayed than in 
the Peihai. It was a favorite resort 
of the great Manchu Emperors, Kang 
Hsi and Chien Lung, who reigned be- 
tween 1667 and 1795: but an inserip- 


ltion by the latter Emperor. affixed 


to the pagoda which overlooks most 
of Pekin, says that the park was con- 
structed during the Chin dynasty of 
North China, when the south was 
ruled by the southern Sungs. Many 
of the trees are several centuries old, 
and the nanmu, a very valuable wood 
from Szechuan, of which some of the 
pavilions are entirely constructed, 
was brought to Pekin many hundreds 
of years ago. 

All round about are groves of old 
trees, in the midst of which one dis- 
covers dainty pavilions, still haunted, 
to the imagination, by the laughter of 
those impossible little court ladies 
whom one sees in old pictures.
